A recommendation that the - 


federal 
government 
together 


with Wisconsin purchase a 3,- 
000,000 acre tract of forest land 
for the establishment of a for- 
est preserve was made to the 
committee on reforestation

the U. S. senate at a conference 
held in the 
directors room of 


the Forest Products laboratory 
here this afternoon. 
About 35 


men were present. 


"I believe a mniimum of 3,- 


OflO.OOO acres should 
be pur- 


chased on a fifty-fifty basis by 
the, fedtral governmnt and the- 
state," he said. "I believe this , 
land could be bought for from • 
?1 to $5 an acre."

forestry,"

Gov. Blaine. "I am leaving that 
to the experts for the state."

* -it a rate that if maintained will de- 
| nude the state of its forests within 
| 20 years, C. L. Harringon, super- 


intendent of state forests and parks 
told the U . S . Senate committee on 
forest policy meeting here today. 


He urged the necessity of forest 


production in Wisconsin as "an im- 
portant part in tho development of 
the state." and pointed out the pos- 
sibility of building up a national 
forest reserve through its timber 
section. Present methods of forest 
exploitation "will not result in a 
desirable forest rtplacement on a 
scale commensurate with land con- 
ditions and timber needs," Mr. Har- 
rington declared. 


Minus one of its members, the 


select committee on reforestation 
of the U. S. senate arrived here 
from Chicago last night and this 
morning made an inspection tour 
through the Forest Products lab- 
oratory. 


A hearing is being held today 


to determine what this 
state is 


doing to conserve and to develop 
its timber lands. Senator Harrison 
of Mississippi left the party 
at 


Chicago yesterday.

State Forester 
Harrington told 


ihe committee that 
approximately

billion 
feet 
of 
merchantable 


timber remains in 25 northern Wis- 
consin counties. 
Thi^ timber, 
ho 


said, is being cut at the rate of 
nearly one billion feet each year. 
He showed that 
the state which 


formerly was a large exporter of 
forest products, now i; and 
will 


continue to be an importer of these 
products, despite its fairly 
large 


annual rut. 


Timber cutting in Wisconsin, Mr. 


Harrington said, is now going on at 
the- rate of from 100,000 to 125,000 
acres per year. 
The cut-over sec- 


tions are said by him to be in a 
"general neglected condition, so far 
r:s forest replacement is concerned." 
The need for more thorough 
fire 


protection of Wisconsin forests was 
emphasized. 
According to the 1D19 manufac- 


turers' census, Wisconsin was the 
third state in value of lumber pro- 
riiict.ic.n in 1SSO, second in 1S90, first 
in 1990, eighth in 1909 and eleventh 
in 1SU9. 
There are 54,000.000 ac- 


res of fortst land 
in 
Wisconsin, 


Minnesota and Michigan. Minneso- 
ta today ranks 18th in lumber pro- 
duction, and leads all states in the 
union in production of white pine. 


The committee tody learned some 


of the present problems of 
the 


lakes states, which 
once was the 


premier lumber producing 
section 


, in the United States, and still turns 
i out orje-fourth of the outpu annual- 
ly. There is in he lake states more 
than 20,000,000 acres of virgin

NEW YORK — George -Harvey, 


American 
ambassador to 
Great 


Britain, declared upon his arrival 
on the steamship George Washing- 
ton today that he kntw nothing 
about reports that he planned to 
resign in order to direct a campaign 
for the renomina'tion and re-elec- 
tion of President Harding. 


"Of course I expect to resign 


some day," he said. "Every" am- 
bassador to the court of St Jamea, 
with one exception, has resigned—• 
and he died.

standard. His "efficiency quotient,"

How They "Do It 


Thus, a student had a mark of 


83 for a semester average, while 
the average of the class was 81.12. 
This gives the student an "achieve- 
ment quotient" of 102, which 
is 


above the 
standard 
of lOff. 
The 
same student received a mark, of 
94 in the 
intelligence test, while 


the average of the class was; '95.03, 
which, gives 
that, particular stu- 


dent 99 as a "coefficient of bright- 
ness," on- the basis of 100 as ths 
standard. Ills "efficiencv quotent", 
is, therefore, 102 divided by 99, or 
103. This student is doing more 
than he ex expected to do and is 
evidently applying himself to the 
work, according to Mr. Laisterbach. 


More than 200 students took part 


in the test, and the results have 
been compiled by Mr. Lauterbac'h. 
Students who show high school 
marks are not always working 
. 
capacity, the report shows. 
One 


student with a semester average of 
90 had- an "efficiency quotient" 
o. 


84, while another, with 
a .class 


mark of 'but.77, .had • an efficiency 
quotient of 122." 


This method is- evidently

fair than the 
old system,"- Mr.

Eliminates Bluffing 


"No problem causes ,fhe consci- 
entious instructor -more 
concern, 


than the 'marking' of Ms pupils. 
He realizes that .the mark which 
he assigns at the end of ..a.iecita- 
ton or at the end of the semester 
has a prbbaibly error of at least 
five units plus or minus probably 
more. He knows that his mark -is 
but a very rough estimate, of the 
student's accomplishment.'

Find in Early Gravestone 


A gravestone of historical inter- 


est to "Wisconsin has been put on 
exhibition la the Stats Historical 
museum in the Library building-. 
The stone is in room 422 and a 
brief history of .it is written on a 
placard hanging'" above. 


The stone marked the grave of 


ian English carpenter who was 
•workings in Madison on the first 
capitol building here. This worker 
was the second person to be buried 
in the town of Madison. 


Tho first cemetery of Madison 


•was situated on the spot where 
Bascom hall now stands. The grave 
marker was found by workers last 
summer, in the earth directly in 
front of the steps of Bascom hall 
and a little back of the statute of 
President Lincoln. 


Mr. Brown, superintendent of the 


museum, was called two years ago 
by some workeis to look at somo 
human bones that were found in 
front of Bascom hall. He found the 
bones along with some decayed 


wood and vrrotight iron nails; 
It was not until last summer 
that the identity of the remains was 
esablished when the grave stone 
was found. The stone, which is a 
very soft limestone, was cracked 
and damaged in several places and 
looks as it one of the workers had 
hit it in the center with a pick. It 
had to be cleaned and repaired be- 
fore being put en. exhibition but is 
now placed in the museum. 


The lettering on the stone is 


poorly spaced in places .and shows 
that the labor on it was unskilled. 
The inscription on the stone reads 
as-follows:

or Not; Faculty Disagrees 


To change to daylight savins' or 


not to change, that is the question. 
Faculty mombci's seem to disagree, 
as to the advisability of rotating 
the schedule so that one gets up at 
0 o'clock to make the first class at 
7 instead of arising at 7 to make 
an 8 o'clock. 
President Birge in commenting 


on the daylight saving idea last 
night, said that there is little pos- 
sibility of making the change this 
semester as the next faculty meet- 
ing is on Juno 1. 
"If the plan receives' sufficient 


backing, I see no reason why it 
should not be successful," he said. 
''I get up at 1 o'clock every morn- 
ing and could get to the university 
on time easly enough. It makes no 
difference whether or not the city 
changes for classes could start at 
7 o'clock anyway." 


A Daylight saving plan in the 


university community would give 
rise to endlesar trouble unless it 
\vere adopted in Madison as a 
whole," said Dean Glicksman when 
asked what he thought of the idea. 


"An increase in daylight hours 


would decrease the disposition to 
study at nirrht, a result which would 
be disastrous in many cases. A stu- 
dent in the midst of a pleasant 
canoe party' who finds it is .still 
daylight at 8 o'clock naturally post- 
pones his evening's work for an 
hour or so only to 'find that at that 
time ho is tired enough for .further 
postponement." 


"I can't work up much enthusi- 
asm about daylight saving/when it 
means getting up an hour earlier," 
Dean Goodnight •swid.. "It is improb- 
able that the students would go to 
bed any earlier and the additional 
daylight hours would, have a tend- 
ency to distract from studies. ; Of 
course the coaches like it as there 
would be more time for practise.

That the trouble with tfee-nwst of 


the students here is. that, they sesm 
to regard Lake Mendotn aa a mill- 
pond, and grow careless, is the 
statement of J. C. Steinauer of the 
Physical Education department 
in 


speaking of the ways to avoid the 
fatalities that occur each year on 
the lakes here.

"The. average . student ' grows 


careless, end does such fool-hardy" 
things as swimming off a moving 
launch or sail boat, or towing four 
or five canoes behind a launch, and 
does not seem to realize how great 
the danger really is," declared Stein- 
auer. "All students should famil- 
iarize themselves with the rules re- 
garding the lake.". . 
"Students are breaking city ord- 


inances as well as university rules 
when they fail to 'observe theso 
rules/' he asserted. "Capt. Isabel 
has police authority and may; arrest 
anyone who fails to recognize the 
regultions. 
"Students who break the rules 


will be taken care of by the dis- 
ciplinary committee. They stand 'a 
good chance of being expelled from 
school as well as being arrested for 
breaking a city ordinance."

They Are Beginning To Index 


The Newspapers 


T 


HE powerful propaganda that has 


been foisted on the country in the 


last sixty days in behalf of the world 
court proposal is reminiscent of the days 
when Northcliffe came to this country to 
pui, ihis country into the war. 


The same influences and the same 


methods that were employed to 'manu- 
facture propaganda that eventually put 
us in the war is now being employed to 
lead this country into the League of Na- 
tions through -the back door. 


A drive is being planned through news- 


papers, women's organizations, luncheon 
clubs and schools and colleges that is of 
huge proportions. The country is being 
carefully indexed and surveyed with the 
idea of placing pressure where pressure 
is necessary. 


The newspapers are being surveyed 


ivith the idea of bringing them into line 
on the world court proposition. In 1916 
the newspapers of this country were op- 
posed to our entrance into the war. Mr. 
Northeliffe and Mr. Balfour attended to 
that matter with the result that a year 
later the newspapers were howling in 
unison for blood and gore. 


The Capital Times is in receipt of a 


letter which shows what is being done 
at the present time to line up the news- 
papers for the world court. The letter is 
from the Institute of American Business, 
New York. This organization wants to 
know how this newspaper stands on the 
world court plan. The letter is as fol- 
lows : 


The questions of whether the United States 


should enter the League of Nations, condi- 
tionally, unconditionally, or stay out entirely, 
or should establish an 
affiliation with the 


League by means of cither conditional or un- 
conditional adhesion to the Court of Interna- 
tional Justice have again become 'major con- 
siderations. 
They involve political, economic 


iind diplomatic policies that are of far-reach- 
ing importance but concerning which there 
appears to be no general agreement Us yet 
upon the part of the American people. 


The American press will be an important 


factor in crystallizing' public 
opinion upon 


these matters. 
Symposiums of press opinion 


regarding pending issues are commonly con- 
fined to papers published in the metropolitan 
districts. 
Editorial opinion from this source, 


while important, is not representative. The 
daily press in the smaller cities of the coun- 
try and the virile weekly press play an equally 
important part in reflecting ar.d determining 
public opinion. 


The Institute of -American Business is en- 


deavoring, therefore, to compile a symposium 
of editorial opinion upon the League of Na- 
tions and International Court issues that will 
be truly representative. 
We arc seeking to 


obtain the views of 1,000 daily and weekly 
newspaper editors. The query list gives each 
section of the country proportionate represen- 
tation in accordance with population statistics. 
In order that the symposium be as accurate 
and representative .as possible, your coopera- 
tion is earnestly invited. 


For your convenience we have endeavored 


to summarize the situation in four questions. 
There is r.o intention, of course, to limit your 
reply by the form of the questions asked. The 
queries propounded ore merely suggestive. 
What is wanted is a brief statement that sum- 
marizes your views regarding the League of 
Nations and International Court issues. 


A prompt reply will be appreciated, as we 


desire to issue the rcplie? received in printed 
form at the earliest possible moment. 


The pin-pose of the above letter is 


clear. 
A drive is to be made on the 


American newspapers to line them up for 
the world court plan. It is necessary to 
have the information as to where these 
newspapers stand before the campaign 
can be put under way. 


It will be interesting to watch develop- 


ments in' the propaganda that has been 
started in this country.
